THE USE MADE OF HONGKONG’S 
CONTRIBUTION. 


The following letter hns been received 
by the Hon. Sceretary of the War Chari- 
ties Committee from Sir H. de Sausmarez, 
Chairman of the Allied War Relief Asso- 
ciation, Shanghai, detailing the use made 
of the money sent in response to Major 


General Sir_C. H, Powell's appeal on 
behalf of Russian refugee officers at’ 


fou will be glad to hear an 
account of the present made to Russian 
Officers at the request of Major Goneral 
Sir C. H. Powell. A statement by Mrs. 
A ecough, the hon. seceretary of the 
Allied War Relicf Association of Shang- 
hai was, by the instructions of the Com- 
mittee, published in the Shanghai papers 
of ibe 7th instant. 

You are aware of the fact that a similar 
request to that made to Hongkong was 
sent Lu Shanghai and that, at the time 
Lady de Sausmarez received your tele 
gram and the r@mittanee of $6,500, it 
was being dealt with by the Allied War 
Relief Assuciation, so that she asked’ us to 
deal with the two requests together. 

The cipression “ hundreds ”' of officers 
in the tmegram being uncertain my com- 
mittee determined te provide pre 
sents for 500° and aimed at the 
Shanghai contribution being about the 
same as that sent from Hong, 
kong. Mr. (. R. Slowe, a merchant who 
is good enough to buy for the British 
Women's Work Association, undertook the 
financial part of the business and the pur- 
chases that had to be made in the market. 
When it is remembered that this includ: 
ed the arrangements for 500 skin lined 
overcoats, every one of which was 
inspectsd by him, you will appreciate the 
importance and extent of his work. 

The consignment of warm clothes and 
comforts. which should have reached 
Viadivostock in good time for the Rus 
sian Christinas was aa follows :—-b00 wool- 
len overcoats lined with sheepskin; 1,000 
suits of underwear: 1,000 handkerchiefs : 
1,204 pairs of socks; 500 pairs of fur 
lined gloves; 500 padded waistcoats; 500 
housewives; Medivines, value $720; teoth- 
brushes, pencils, soap and cigarettes, 
value $222,

PREPARING FOR THE AFTERMATH. 

Now, as to the cessation of contracts, 
I would like to say a word hbout the 
principles on which we shall proceed if 
Peace comes thig week. Tho first general 
direction which we are going to give to 
the munition firme all over the country 


is ‘Carry on at reduced speed until you 
receive further orders."" I do, not want 
an armistice to be followed by a sudden 
fecling of complete arrest of war in- 
dustry here. It would not be justified 
on public grounds. The armistice witl 
lead to many thorny questions, which will 
:be discussed for a good many months be- 
fore a final peace is established, and 
although the cunditions of the armistice 
will be such that Germany comes to the 
Council table handcuffed and incapable 
of resuming tho struggle, yet we shall 
not be ontitled to diamiss altogether from 
our minds the possibility uf considarable 
disorders breaking out. At any rate, it 
j would be prejudicial to the chaneeg of 
reaching a solid peacy if it were thought 
we had so far dislocated our military 
machinery as ourselves, not to be capablo 
of resuming the struggle. We havo to: 
‘ stand on guard until everything ig ‘finally 
settled. Consider the broad aspect of the 
j world. It ia very dangerous. Wo have 
overthrown these giilty nations and em- 
pires, end they are collapsing into ruin 
which can hardly be measured into a 
:complets breakdown of the authority in 
whom the peoples have lost confidence, by 
whom the peoples have been led intu this 
jcareer of crime and to this disnstrous 
result. A complete breakdown is threaten- 
ed, or igs operative, over the great inili- 
lary nations with whom we have been 
warring, of respect for the constituted 
authorities, That is formidable when 
you consider huw many millions of tho 
buman race are involved. Rusyia, Persia, 
the Balkans, Turkey, China, and Mexico 
are all in various stages of anarchy, dis- 
order, and distress. Russia is the most 
melaneholy spectacle of weltering chaos 
which a vast community has ever present- 
ed, and | cannot feel tha; the victorious 
Powers can possibly divest themselves of 
great responsibiliticg in amending the 
state into which the world has fallen in 
the course of this quarrel. You win, but 
you win the right only to further great 
responsibilities, and. 1 cannot suppose 
that even if a complete armistice is 
arrived at almost immediately, g ving us 
in every respect what we require, tho 
possibilities of the need of the use of 
war material on a great scale or the need 
for maintaining for a long period very 
considerable armies by all-the Allied and 
Associated Governments will not bo forced, 
upon us. 
: Therefore I say that, there is thorough 
justification for not immediately throw- 
Ning recklessly out of gear, regardless of 
waste and convenience, the whole of our 
war production. From another point of 


view it would be wasteful to break off, 


in a day over the whole ares of eur pro. 
duction, Icaving things almost finishes 
unfinished, and facing the dislocation 
the labour market and of the industy 
world, which would resuly from such, 
imprudent step. After" all, there ard two 
kinds of waste. There is tho waste 
material or semi-manufactured 
which would be wasted if it we 
war purposes once the immddiate need 
hag gone. That I hope, in 
Majority of cases, will 64 
when the effective armi: 
The flow of steel and explosives to 
shell, and of stamping! and forgings of 
all kinds requireil fog? tho higher grades 
of war production, bo arrested and 
legitimately arrested} becauss our yeserves 
are so great, the moment an effective 
armistice ig sign There is no need to 
consume any nydre of these materials. 
They must be @iverted at once and held 
in readiness to#’be transmitted at once to 
reproductive fforms of industry. But 
when you aré dealing with a gun which, 
is 80 or 90 per cent., finished, 
motor which is almost com- 
pleted, oa with a tank which has already 
had by! far the greater part of the work 
doneyupon it--then, having regard to the 
genfral state of the world, and havin, 
rd to the fact that these ¢hings wil 
Yost more to scrap than they will to 
finish, and having regard to the fact that 
you will have to look after the labour any- 
how for a certain perivd, it would be 
prudent—and that ig what we intend to 
do--to finish these things in tho first in- 
atance. That is our first step—to coneen- 
trate un the terminal processes, and com- 
plete complicated products which havo 
already reached a certain point of com- 
pletion. as : 


FROM EXPLOSIVE TO FERTILISER. 


Each class, of production must be view- 
ed differently. It is necessary to arrive 
at a “serepable point,” ‘operative on 
armistice, in regord-to. cach of theso pro- 
ducts, and I have charged Bir James 
Stevenson's board with drawing up a, 
general scheme to govern ‘that, Evary- 
thing that fatls short of tho scrapable 
point will, in-tht armistice, bo loft ‘un- 
tended, Evorything that hoa to bo com- 
ploted will bo éorftentrated upon.

the presumption will be peace and not 
War, that ts to say, wherever and however 
an alternative poace production cau be 
}pul on its feet and got guing, there we 
will not worry about the finishing up of 
the particular work. Each case must bo 
judged on its merits. I only want to use 
theso balancing margins for the purpose 
of getting round the corner. The moment. 
anybody can stand on his own feet and 
say: ‘1 can close the works for a fort- 
bight or three weeks or a month, and can 
start on new lines. he will find no dif- 
ficulty here in dealing with that, even if 
some of fhe articles which he is at present 
engaged in making are articles which, on 
other grounds, wo want very much. The 
presumption is to ke for peace, bul we 
etill shall require to Gnish up a certain 
proportion of our work, and we will use 
that finishing up aa a balancing factor in 
getting from the one stalg inte the other.

A very interesting and instructive. re- 
port has been presented by the Treasury 
committee appointed, under the chairman. 
ship of Lord Sumner, to inquire into (1) 
the actun] increase since June, 1014, in 
the cost of Jiving to the working-olasses, 
and (2) any counterbalancing factors 
(apart from increases of wages) which 
may have arisen under war conditiorig, 
The itema of expenditure taken into ac 
count are food, rent, clothing, fuel, in- 
lsurange, bouschold sundries, and rail- 
way and tramway fares, and the concla- 
sions arrived at are based on a large aum- 
ber of family budgets collected in tho. 
most important centres of population in 
Great Britain. Briefly, the committes| 
find that between July, 1914, and July, 
f 1918, thd average increase in weekly ex- 
penditure was :--- : 

Food, 90 per cent.; clothing, 9 per 
cent, : 


All the items of expenditure enumer- 
ated, 74 per cent 

By Scptember last a further rise in 
prices had raised the average incrense to 
nearly 80 per cent. 

In estimating the expenditure in 1914, 
the committee relied, as regards food, on 
the collection of houschold hudgets made 
by the Board of Trade in 1104 During 
‘the decade no considerabk: changes took 
place in the mode or standard of living, 


-J-and allowances have been made for such 


changes as there is rensup to believe did 
eceur, As regards expenditure on items 
other than food, detailed information was 


obtained from a large number of different 
towns which include a large proportion 
of the industrial population. t was 
found that the charges for rent and {i 

have changed very. little sinve 1914; In- 
formation obtained from — representative 
insurance companies and from the Chief 
Registrar of Friendly Bocictics indicates 
that tho samc is truc of insurance rates. 
For the expenditure before the war on 
fuel and household requisites, recourse 
was had to the list of prices published 
by the Board of Trade in its 1012 inquiry. 
To, qbtain the sccessary data for 1938, 
the ‘committee circulated 10,000 budget 
foxms. A considerable number of these 


d'were returned, and it is stated that they 


bore strong internal evidence of having 
been carefully and intelligently filled up. 

In reducing to averages results obtained 
from families, composed of persons of 
both sexes of varying age it is necessary 
to reduce persons of all kinds to a unt- 
form standard unit. This is done by 
expresging the congumption of women and 
children in texms of that of men. Qn 
lthis basis; the ‘standard family ’’ of the’ 
employed-at-home class adopted by the 
committee ,consists:.’of 4.87 equivalent 
“men” or ‘ units,’ including 1,2 sup- 
plementary earners.
